Charges That the City Ring 


Is Running the 


Order.

Captain Norton, commander of Lyon 
Post, whloh was refused ix-presentation 
in the G. A. R. encampment at Santa 
Cruz, returned home. He feels keenly 
the sKght that baa been cast upon not 
only the delegates and the Post, but, in 
a certain manner, the members of the 
G. A. R. Itself. 
Beyond IntlnraiUng that the end of the 


fight had not yet been reached, Captain 
Norton would say nobbing: regarding 


, the controversy. 
It was evident that he had under con- 
sideration certain subjects which as yet 
he did not care to discuss for the public. 


While the members of tha Post feei 
that they have not been treated in a 
respectful manner by the encampment, 
they ape especially concerned for their 
post commander. They know tha* he 
hoes had the brunt of the battle to bear 
and that he has been annoyed at a con- 
sequence more than has been any other 
member of the organization. Some of 
them say they fear that, for the purpose 
of, humiliating him as far as posetble, 
the alleged rlngBters on the other side 
of the bay are now coUedtta*; evidence 
with the intention of oourt-marUaUn*; 
him. 
One of those members, erpeiaktu*; on the 


subject, said: "The ring might as well 
go the end of th-edr limit They ought 
now count-martial all our members and 
recall the charter. They have done all 
<hey could to destroy the spirit ot good 
citizenship and comradeship that exist- 
ed In the order at this side of the bay 
and thus made themselves all tine more 
solid In their scheme to rale or ruin." 
"I want to call your attention to a 
point," eatd another G. A. R. man, "to 
show you that the ta41 wags the dog;. 
At the Department Qncampmentt there 
are five veterans selected as members 
of the Council of Adraftntetratton to act 
with the elective officers. Of these five 
appointees four were selected from San 
FrancHsco, leaving only one raenuber to 
represent the State at targe. Of the four 
San Franciscans, two are taken from 
Thomas Post, and one from Qerfleld 
Post. Thus, three membcre out of flve 
are taken from Htte two PosfO. A. R. 
which Lyon Poet, In Its charges, Bays 
usurped nearly everything." 


Colonel Weturteln of this city, who has 


won hl» title and spurs in other quar- 
ters of the neld than near the tent of 
the quartermaster, ie strongly moved 
over the way In which things have 
turned out. 


"I feel that tt if best to throw up 
the charter. So far as I am concerned, 
I am, I think, almost done with the G. 
A. R. We, the members in the rear 
ranks, have to pay our dues regularly, 
and be ruled by half a dozen men In the 
department. They have everything to 
say and we must keep quiet. The rent 
Is done by a ring in San Francisco." 


The suspension of Lyon Post Is con- 
sidered all the more painful because it 
will prevent the members from taking 
part, as a. Post, in the celebration of 
Memorial Day, in which heretofore, the 
Pont Iras borne a. great share of the 
honor*. 


It Is also regretted becauoe of the de- 
votion which the Post has heretofore 
shown toward 
the Soldiers' Home.

San Leandro, which took place last 
night about 6:30 o'clock, has raised a 
question of veracity between the victim 
of tilejthotttinsrAnd Tony £«uxto0, known 
as "the chicken peddler," in whose room 
the affray occurred and who is suspect- 
ed of having been the perpetrator. 


Faught Is now at the county hospital, 
San Leandro, whither he was taken in 
a drunken and bleeding condition after 
he had been found lying on t)hc floor in 
, Santos' room near the bridge onthemain 
street In San Leandro. It was found 
that a charge of shot had entered the 
left elbow, laccraitins the flesh In a 
frightful manner and shattering- the 
two bones of the left arm. Faught's 
injuries were attended to by Dr. Clark 
but no hope is entertained of saving tho 
member. 
Faught admits that he "was drunk at 
the time of the shooting but says that 
it was Santos who did the deed. 
Santos is now in the county Jail. He 
was arrested in a clever manner by 
Constable Qulnlan while he was com- 
ing to this city on an electric cor of 
the Oakland, San Leandro & Haywards 
Electric line about 9:30 o'clock last 
nlg-ht. 


Santos is ragged and unkempt and 
Itas a generally unprepossessing- ap- 
pearance. His features are all the more 
unwelcome because ono of Ms eyes is 
closed and the socket Is covered with 
an immense circle of mourning. 
Santos was asked how ho had been 
injured in the eye and replied that he 
did not know, but thought Bhat he had 
been assaulted by a man in San Lean- 
dro named Brown. This story is doubt- 
ed and friends of the man who was shot 
say that Santos' injuries are tiie result 
of the fight which took place between 
Santos amd Faught. 
Santos speaks English in an imper- 
fect manner and when asked by The 
Tribune reporter uMs morning' as to why 
he had shot Faught replied that he did 
mot do the shooting. 
"Faught came to my room," he said, 
"yesterday evening and we drank a 
great deal of wine. We got drunk. I 
had bwo shot guns in my room. Faught 
took a gun to look at it and the gun 
exploded and shot him in the arm." 
When asked why Ore had run away 
and lot Faug-ht lie unattended for an 
hour and a half In his room, Santos 
shrugged his shoulders and concluded 
to make no further statement. 
Santos, some years ago, i\as mixed 
up iln a murder case in San Francisco, 
but it Is said that tho evidence was not 
sufficient to convict him.

certain kinds of experiences. They have.

sundry other sorrows that fall to tho lot 
of a.li who tread life's pathway. They 
will be among thor,f who keep saying: 
"Nothing Is eo bad that It could not have 
been much worse. Thc direst disaster 
has a bright side." 


Thc benefits of this ability to burn one's

likewise are so many that It hardly seems 
necessary to dwell upon it as a duty— 
we ought to accept It as a part of wis- 
dom and of love. 13vei-y one can do It 
for God has endowed us all with the power 
to be secretive and self contained. If we 
choose, wo can hug to our breasts the 
adder that slings, and die from it rather 
than hano others stung, bm, hector, wo 
can fling tho venemous thing from us with 
such celerity and oxpcntness ns to break 
Its neck. While we do not expect to es- 
cape trials and troubles, while we do not 
always Intend to refuse' to receive or 
seek for sympathy, yet let us dally strive 
to so live that our burdens will neve

Suffering and misery and all our various 
ills are but 'the outcome of disturbed 
equilibrium. 


A man (--etUn« in motion cert itn forces 


equilibrium can only be maintained by 
the return of thoie forces to 'the point 
from which they originated. "As a man 
sows so will he reap." grcod for good. 
and evil for evil. This universal law 
is known in the East as the lam- of Kar- 
ma. Thoosophlsis have adopted the 
word as a concise and coi>ve-n!ent one. 


Thcoaophy also postulates the 
Idea 


>tha,t the soul of man through a a^rl 
of mundane experiences or earth—lives 
perfect itself and gradually attains to 
a condition of clear self-consciousness. 
It is only through a union with matter,

Some of 
them say they fear that, for the purpose 
of, humiliating him as far as possible, 
the alleged rlngsters on the other elde 
of the bay are now collecting evidence 
with the intention of court-martialinK 
him. 


One of those members, eipeakhig on the 


subject, said: "The ring might as well 
go the end of their limit. They ought 
now court-martial all our mbmibers and 
recall the charter. They have done all 
they could to destroy the spirit of good 
citizenship and comradeship that exist- 
ed In the order at this side of the bay 
and thus made themselves all the more 
solid In their scheme to rule or ruin." 
"I want to call your attention to a
